S.R.O. 74- — lo exercise of the powers conferred by the pro- 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other powers 
enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby makes the foll- 
owing rules further to amend the Armed ‘Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1970, published with the notifi- 
cation of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence 
No, SRO 10 dated the 22nd December 1970, namely : — 
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1 . Short title and commencement : (1) These Rules may be 
called the Armed Forces Headmrarters Stenographers’ Service 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
1st day of August, 1972, 

2. Amendment of rule 2 : Inthc Armed Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1970 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said rules), in rule 2 — 

(I) for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely ; — 

"(b) 'appointed day’ means the 1st day of August, 1969 in 
respect of Selection Grade, Grade 1 and Grade 11 of the Service 
and the Ist day of August, 1972 in respect of Grade III of 
the Services"; 

(II) for clause (f), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely ; — 

‘‘(f) ‘direct recruit’ means a person recruited to Grade II 
on the basis of a competitive examination held by the Commi- 
ssion, or to Grade III by the Institute of Secretariat Training and 
Management of the Department of Personnel in the Cabinet 
Secretariat In accordance with the procedure laid down in rule 
13A”; 

(ill) after clause (k), the following clause shall bo Inserted, 
namely ; — 

“(kk) ‘probationer’ means a direct recruit appointed to 
Grade III on probation in or against a substantive vacancy"; 

(iv) for clause (m), the following clause shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“(m) ‘Select List’ in relation to the Selection Grade, Grade 
I or Grade II means the Select l.ist prepared in accordance with 
the regulations made under rule 21 or, as the case may be, under 
the procedure contained in the Seventh Schedule;’’ 

(v) for clause (n), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely ; — 


(3) The posts in the Selection Grade and Grade I shall be 
gazetted and selection posts and those in Grade II and III shall 
bo non-gazeltcd and non-selection posts." 

4. Amendment of rule 4 : In rule 4 of the said rules, for the 
words ‘three Grades’ wherever they occur, the words ‘four 
Grades’ shall be substituted. 

5. Amendment of rule 9 ; In rule 9 of the said rules, for the 
marginal heading ‘‘Initial Constitution,” the marginal heading 
“Initial Constitution of Selection Grade, Grade I and Grade 
11” shall be subtituted. 

6. Insertion of new rule 9A : After rule 9 of the said rules, 
the following rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“9A, Ipltlal Constitution of Grade III : (1) Appointments 
against all permanent and temporary duty posts at the initial 
constitution of Grade 111 of the Service shall be made from 
amongst departmental candidates. The following shall be con- 
sidered as departmental candidates for this purpose, namely : — 

(a) persons who, immediately before the 1st August, 1972, 
have been regularly appointed to the Lower Division 
Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service and who are holding posts of Steno-typists and 
drawing a special pay for the same in any of the Offices 
of Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service 
Organisations specified in the First Schedule; 


(b) persons belonging to the Lower Division Grade of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service who may 
be on deputation in public interest to posts of Steno- 
graphers, Personal Assistant or other similar posts 
in whose case it is certified that but for deputation they 
would have continued to hold the posts of Steno-typists 
upto the Is) August, 1972, in the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters and Inter-Service Organisations specified in 
the First Schedule; 


(2) Posts in Grade III of the Service shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of departmental candidates holding posts of Steno-typists 
and referred to in clauses (a) and (b) of sub-rule ( 1) ; 


"(n) ‘Service’ means the Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 
graphers’ Service comprising posts in Selection Grade, Grade I, 
Grade II and Grade III in any of the Headquarters and Inter 
Service Organisations of the Ministry of Defence, as specified 
in the First Schedule." 

3. SubsdtutloD of rule 3 ; For rule 3 of the said rules, the fol- 
lowing rule shall be substituted, namely ; — 

"3. Composition of the Service. (1) There shall be four 
Grades in the Service classified as follows : — 


Grade 


Classification 


(i) Selection Grade 

(ii) Grade I 

(iii) Grade II 


Central Civil Service — 
Class II — Ministerial. 


(iv) Grade III 


Central Civil Service — Class 

III — Ministerial. 


(2) The posts specified in the second Schedule shall consti- 
tute the Selection Grade of the Service and those specified in 
the Third Schedule shall constitute Grade I of the Service. 
All posts of Personnal Assistants shall, unless provision to the 
contrary is made for any specified posts, from Grade II of the 
Service. All posts of Stenographers shall, unless provision to 
the contrary is made for any specified posts, from Grade HI of 
the Service. All the existing posts of Steno-typists in Armed 
Forces Headquarters and inter Service Organisations, as speci- 
fied in the First Schedule, shall deemed to have been converted 
into duty posts of Grade III of the Service from the date of com- 
ing into force of the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service (Second Amendment) Rules, 1973. 


Provided that they had also passed the stenography test 
held by the Office of the Chief Administrative Officer, Ministry 
of Defence : 


Provided further that persons referred to in sub-rule (1) 
shall bo given an option to join the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service or to continue in the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service. The option once exercised will 
be treated as final. Such of them as opt to join the Armed For- 
ces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service shall be deemed to 
have served their connection with the Armed Forces Headquar- 
ters Clerical Service and cease to be eligible for any promotions 
in that Service. Those who are a permanent in Lowr Division 
Grade shall be allowed to retain a lien on such posts in the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Clerical service till they confirmed in 
the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service. Those 
who may be eligible for confirmation in Lower Division Grade 
from a date prior to the 1st August 1972, shall bo so, confi- 
rmed, subject to being found suitable and their lien also retained 
in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service until they 
arc confirmed in the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service. Those Steno-typists who opt for the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service, shall be adjusted as Lower 
Division Clerks in that Service. 


(3) Persons appointed to Grade III of the Service shall be 
on probation in accordance with the provisions of rule 15." 


7. Substitution of rule 11 : For rule II of the said rules, the 
following rule shall bo substituted, namely : — 


“11. Future maintenance : The Service shall be maintained 
future as indicated in rules, 12, 13 and 13A. 
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8. Substitution of rule 13 : For rule 13 of the said rules, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely : — 

“13. R^ultment to Crude 11 of the Service. (1) Substan- 
tive vacancies in Grade 11 of the Service shall befilled by substan- 
tive appointments of persons included in the Select List for the 
Grade, such appointments being made in the order of seniority 
in the Select List except when, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, a person is not considered fit for such appointment 
in his turn. 

(2) Temporaiy vacancies in Grade II of the Service shall bo 
filled by appointment of persons included in the Select List for 
the Grade. Any vacancies remaining unfilled thereafter shall 
be filled by temporary promotion on the basis of senioiity, sub- 
ject to the rejection of the unfit, of officers of Grade 111 of the 
Service who have rendered not less than five years, approved 
service in that Grade. Such promotions shall be terminated 
when persons included in the Select List for Grade II become 
available to fill the vacancies : 

Provided that officers of Grade III, appointed to that Grade 
at the initial constitution, shall be eligible for promotion on the 
basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of unfit, if they have 
rendered not less than three year’s approved service in that 
Grade : 

Provided further that, if any person appointed to Grade III 
is considered for promotion to Grade IT in accordance with the 
provisions of this sub-rule, all persons senior to him in Grade 
III shall also be so considered notwithstanding that they may 
not have rendered five years’ approved service in that Grade- 

(3) For the purpose of this rule, a Select List shall be prepared 
and may be revised from time to time. The procedure for pre- 
paring and revising the Select l.ist shall be as set out in the Se- 
venth Schedule. 

(4) The length of approved service for promotion to Grade 
II prescribed in sub-rule (2), may be reviewed by the Government 
once every three years and revised, if found necessary," 

9. Insertion of new rule 13A : After rule 1 3 of the said rules, 
the following rule shall be inserted, namely ; — 

“13 A. Recruitment to Grade III of the Service : (1) Vacan- 
cies in Grade III of the Service shall be filled by direct recruit- 
ment on the basis of competitive examinations held for the pur- 
pose by the Institute of Secretariat Training and Management 
of the Department of Pemonncl in the Cabinet Secretariat, limited 
to member of the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service; 

Provided that to the extent a sufficient number of qualified 
candidates arc not available for appointment on the results of 
such competitive examinations, the vacancies may be filled, 
provisionally or on regular basis, in such manner as may be de- 
termined by the Government. 

(2) The Government may, by order, specify the number of 
vacancies in Grade III of the Service to be filled permanently 
or temporarily on the results of any examination referred to in 
sub-rule (1). 

(3) Substantive appointment to substantive vacancies in the 
Grade other than Chose to be permanently filled in pursuance of 
any order made under sub-rule (2) shall be made in the order of 
seniority of temporary officers of the Grade except when, of 
reasons to be recorded in writing, a person is not considered 
fit for such appointment in his turn. 

(4) The rules for the competitive examinations rcfcired to 
in sub-rule (1) shall be as determined by regulations contained 
in the eighth Schedule. 

10. Amendment of rule 15 : In rule 15 of the said rules, — 

(i) in sub-rulc (1), after the words 'Grade IT, the words 
'or Grade III’ shall be inserted; 

(ii) in sub-rule (2), for the words ‘Selection Grade or Grade 
T, the words ‘Selection Grade, Grade I or Grade IT shall be 
substituted. 

11. Amendment of rule 16 : (i) Rule 16 of the said rules shall 
be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof and in sub-rulc (1) as so 
renumbered, for the expression ‘rule 12 or rule 13‘, the expression 
‘rule 12, rule 13 or rule 13A'’ shall be substituted; 


(ii) after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be inserted 
namely 

“(2) When a probationer in Grade III has passed the pres- 
cribed Lesls and has completed his probation to the salislaction 
of (he appointing authority, he shall be eligible for confirmation 
in tliat Grade,” 

12. Amendment of rule 17 : In rule 17 of the said rules,— 

(i) In sub-rules (1), (2) .and (3), after ihe words ‘Grade If 
wherever they occur, the words ‘or Grade 111’ shall be inserted; 


(ii) In sub-rule (4)^ for the words ‘Selection Grade or Grade 
r, the words ‘SelecUon Grade, Grade I or Grade IF shall be 
substituted. 


13. Amendment of rule 18 : In rule 18 of the said rules,— 

(1) In sub-rule (2), after the word and figure ‘rule 9 , the words 
and figure ‘or rule 9A’ shall be inserted; 

(ii) For sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be substi- 
tuted, namely ; — 

"(4) (1) The senionty inter se of temporary officers included 
in the initial constitution of the Selection Grade, Grade I or 
Grade 11 shall be regulated in the order in which they are so ap- 
pointed. 

(2) The Seniority inter ie of Steno-typists appointed as 
Grade in Stenographers at its initial constitution shall be fixed 
with reference to their seniority in Lower Division Grade of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Services; 


(iii) In sub-rule (5), 

(a) For the words “Selection Grade, Grade 1 and Grade II", 
the words “Selection Grade, Grade I, Grade 11 and Grade III" 
shall be substituted; 

(b) Under the heading “TI — Grade II", for clauses (i) and 
(ii), the following clause shall be substituted, nanicly ; — 

“(i) Permanent Officers — -The seniority inter se of officers 
substantively appointed to the Grade shall be regulated by the 
order in which they are so appointed to the Grade, 

(li) Temporary Officers — The seniority inter sc of temporary 
officers appointed to the Giade shall be regulated as follows, 
namely : — 

(a) Persons included in the Select List for the Grade shall 
rank senior en bloc to those not included in the Select 
List; 

(b) The seniority inter se of persons included in the Select 
List shall be in the older m which their names are in- 
cluded in the Select List; 

(c) The seniority inter se of persons not included in the Select 

List sliall be regulated by the order in which they arc 
approved for long-term appointment to the Grade,"; 

(c) After the heading "II— Grade IF’ and entries therein, the 
following heading and entries shall be inserted, namely 

“lU— Grade 111 

(i) Permanent Officers — The seniority inter Se of officers 
substantively appointed to the Grade after the appointed day 
shall be regulated by the order in which they arc so appointed 
to the Grade. Direct reciuits appointed against substantive 
vacancies shall, however, rank inter se according to the order 
of merit in which they are placed at the competitive examination 
on the results of which they are recruited, the recruits of an ear- 
lier examination being ranked senior to those of a later examina- 
tion. 
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(ii) Temporary Officers — Persons appointed to the Grade 
after the appointed day shall tank inter se in the order of merit 
in which they are placed at the competitive examination on the 
results of which they are recruited, the recruits of an earlier exa- 
mination being ranked senior to those of a later examination' 

(iii) The seniority of officers appointed to the Grade under 
the proviso to sub-rule (1) of rule 13A shall be such as may be 
delerniined by the Government from time to time. 

14. Ainendment of rule 19 : In rule 19 of the said rules, — 

(i) In the beginning for the words ‘Selection Grade, Grade 
I and Grade 11’, the words ‘Selection Grade, Grade 1, Grade II 
and Grade Ilf, shall be substituted; 

(ii) After sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely - 

“(4) Grade 111 - Rs. 130-5-160-8-200-EB-8-256-EB-8-280.’‘ 

15. Amendment of rule 20 ; In rule 20 of the said rules, 
in sub-rule (1), for Ihe words ‘Selection Grade, Grade 1 and 
Grade If, the words ‘Selection Grade, Grade 1, Grade II and 
Grade Ilf, shall be substituted. 

16. Substitution of rule 23 : For rule 23 of the said rules, 
the following rules shall be substituted, namely: — ■ 

“23. Power to relax : Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or 
posts; 

Provided that, in relation to posts falling within the purview 
of the Commission, no order in respect of a class or category of 
persons or posts shall be made except after consultation with the 
Commission.”

Procedure for the preparation and revision of the. select list 
for Grade U of the armed forces Headquarters Stenographers

1. Constitution: — Temporary officers of Grade II of the Ser- 
vice who were appointeef to the Grade immediately before the 
appointed day or may be appointed on the results of a competi- 
tive examination held by the Commission before the appointed 
day shall forpi the Select List for the Grade on such date. 

2. Maintenance:— (1) After the initial constitution of the Select 
List under paragraph, 1, the Government may, having regard 
to the existing and anticipated vacancies in the Grade, add such 


number of persons to the Select List as it may think fit from 
amongst the persons of the following categories, namely : — ■ 

(a) (i) persons selected in order of merit on Ihe results of 
a departmental competitive examination held from lime to lime 
for the purpose by the Institute of Secretariat Traiping and 
Management of the Department of Pcrsoimel in the Cabinet 
Secretariat; 

(ii) persons selected in the order of their seniority (subject 
to rejection of the unfit) from amongst Grade III officers of the 
.Service who have put in not less than — 

(A) three years approved service in the Grade, in the case of 
officers appointed to the Grade at the initial constitution 
under rule 9A; 

(B) five years approved service in that Grade, in the ease 
of others. 

(b) person.s selected in order of merit on the results of a 
competitive examination held from time to time for the purpose 
by the Commission: 

Provided that the additions to the Selecl List of the persons 
falling within the categories specified in clause (a) and clause 
(b) shall be in the ratio of 3:5, that is to say, if three persons 
arc added from amongst the category of persons specified in 
clause (a), five persons shall be added from amongst the cate- 
gory of persons specified in clause (b), and out of the three 
persons to bg added to the Select List from amongst the 
category of persons specified in clause (a), if one person is added 
from amongst the category of persons specified in item (i) 
thereof, two persons shall be added from amongst the category 
of persons specified in item (ii): 

Provided further that, if persons of the category specified 
in item (i) of clause (a) are not available to fill the vacancies 
falling to their quota, the deficiency shall be made up from 
amongst the category of persons specified in item (ii) ot clause 
(a) and vice versa', and if persons of both the 
categories specified in clause (a) are not available to fill the 
vacancies filling to their quota, the deficiency shall be made 
up from amongst category of persons in clause (b). 

(2) The competitive examinations referred to in clauses 
(a) and (b) of sub-paragraph (1) shall be governed by the regu- 
lations contained in the Ninth Schedule and the Tenth Schedule, 
respectively. 

3. Seniority ': (1) Officers included in the Select List for 
the Grade constituted under paragraph 1 shall bo senior to those 
included therein after such constitution ; 

Provided that the seniority of persons recruited through 
the conipetitivc examinations held by the Commission in whose 
cases offers of appointment are revived after being cancelled 
shall be such as may be determined by the Government in con- 
sultation with the Commission. 

(2) Officers included in ihe Select List under paragraph 
2 shall rank inter se in the order in which they are included 
in the Select List. 

4, Removal of names from the Select List : (1) Subject 
to clause (3), an officer included in the Select List for the Grade 
shall continue to be included in sucii List till he is substantively 
appointed to that Grade. 

(2) Officers included in, ihe Select List for the Grade who 
cannot be appointed to that Grade or who are reverted therefrom 
for want of vacancies shall continue to be , included in such 
List and retain the seniority assigned to them ih the Select 
List. 

(3) Ihe names of persons of the following categories shall 
be removed from the Select List, namely ; 

(a) persons substantively appointed to the Grade; 

(b) persons transferred substantively to another Service 

or post ; 
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(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations 
and not defined but defined in the rules shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in the rules. 


3. Holding of the examination : (1) The examination shall 
be conducted by the Institute of Secretariat Training and 
Management, in the manner notfied from time to time by the 
Central Government. 


(c) persons who die or retire from service or whose services 

are otherwise terminated; and 

(d) (i) persons officiating in Grade IF, beyond the period 
of probation specified in rule 15 who are reverted 
therefrom as a result of a departmental inquiry or pro- 
ceedings under the Central Civil Services (Classification, 
Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965; or 

(ii) persons in Grade II who, either during or at the end 
of the period of probation specified in rule 15 are reverted 
therefrom under sub-rule (3) or (4) of rule 17, as the 
case may be, on the ground of unfitness to continue 
in that Grade; or 

(iii) persons not yet promoted or appointed on probation 
to Grade U, who on an annual review of the Select 
List are found, because of deterioration in their record 
or conduct or both sin« inclusion in the List, to have 
fallen below the required standard : 

Provided that the removtl of the name of a person from 
category (iii) above who has been included in the Select List 
on the results of a competitive examination referred to in para- 
graph 2 shall be made in consultation with the Commission. 


THE eighth SCHEDULE 
[See rule 13A{4)] 

The Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers Service 
Grade III (Appqintment by Competitive Examination) 
Regulations 1973 

In pursuance of sub-rule (4) of rule 13A, read with rule 
21, of the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers Service 
Rules, 1970, the Central Government hereby makes the follow- 
ing regulations, namely ; 

1 Short title and commencement ; (I) These regulations 
may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers 
Service Grade III (Appointment by Competitive Examination) 
Regulations, 1973, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette, 

2 Definitions: (1) In these regulation, unless the context 
otherwise requires — 

(a) "crucial date” means the first day of January of the year 

in which the examination is held; 

(b) "equivalent grade” means aiw grade under the Central 
Government or the State Government the minimum 
and maximum scale of pay of which was not less than 
Rs, 55/- and Rs. 130/-, respectively, prior to the 1st 
July, 1959, and is not less than Rs. 110/- and Rs, 180/-, 
respectively on or after the 1st July, 1959; 

(c) “examination” means the competitive examination 

held by the Institute of Secretariat Training and manage- 
ment for appointment to Grade III of the Service; 

(d) "Institute of Secretariat Training and Management" 
means the Institute of Secretariat Training and Manage- 
ment of the Department of Personnel in the Cabinet 
Secretariat ; 

(e) “regularly appointed officer to the Lower Division 

Grade or the Upper Division Grade” means an officer 
appointed on a long term basis tojthc Lower Division 
Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Clerical Service, according to 
the prescribed procedure; 

(f) "rules” means the Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 

graphers Service Rules, 1970; 

(g) "Scheduled Castes” and "Scheduled Tribes" shall have 
the meanings assigned to them by clauses (24) and (25) 
respectively of article 366 of the Constitution. 


(2) The dates on which and the places at which the exami- 
nation shall be held sltall be fixed by the Instiuite of Secretariat 
Training and Marragement. 

4. Conditions of eligibility : (1) Eligibility — Any permanent 
or temporary regularly appointed officer to the Lower Division 
Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service who satisfies the following condi- 
tions shall be eligible to compete at the examination, namely 

(a) Length of Service : He has on the crucial date rendered 

not less than three years approved and continuous 
service in the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service or in any equivalent grade. 

Note 1. The linrit of three years of approved and continuous 
service shall also apply if the total reckonable service 
of a candidate is partly in the Lower Division Grade 
or the Upper Division Grade of Ihe Armed Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service and partly in an equi- 
valent grade. 

Note 2. Officers of the 4-ower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service who are on deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval of the competent authority 
shall be eligible to be admitted to the examination 
if otherwise eligible. This also applies to an officer 
who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or to 
another service on transfer if he continues to have 
a lien in the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Seiwice for the time being. 

(b) Age: He is not more than 45 years of age on the 
crucial date: 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect 
of the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Schedule 
Tribes and such other categories of persons as may be notified 
in this behalf by the Central Government, from time to lime, 
to the extent and subjel to the conditions notified in respect 
of each category. 

(2) Fee: He must pay the fee prescribed by the Institute 
of Secretariat Training and Management. 

(3) Special provision regarding eligibility of officers of the 
Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Clerical Service joining military service 
on account of the Emergency : Protection shall 
be afforded to officers of the Lower Division Grade 
or Upper Division Grade of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Clerical Service who because of their having joined 
or having been called up for military service during Emergency 
cannot appear in the examination, in the manners specified 
from time to time by the Central Government in this behalf. 

5 Disqualification for candidature : Any attempt on the 
part of a candidate to obtain support for his candidature by 
any means may be held by the Institute of Secretariat Training 
and Management to be a conduct which would disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

6 Decision as to eligibility of a candidate ; The decision 
of the Institute of Secretariat Training and Management as 
to tho eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the 
examination shall be final and no candidate to whom a certi- 
ficate of admission has not been issued by the said Institute 
shall be admitted to the examination. 
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7. Results : (1) The names of the candidates who arc consi- 
dered by the fnstitutc of Secretariat Training and Management to 
bo suitable for appointment on the resuTls of an examination 
shall be arranged in order of merit, and subject to the provisions 
of sub-regulalion (3) of regulation 8, they shall be recommended 
for appointnicnt in that order upto the number of appointments 
decided to be made.

(2) Save as provided in sub-regulation (3), appointments 
on the results of any examination shall be made to the extent 
of the available vacancies in the order of merit of the candidates 
recommended for appointment by the Institute of Secretariat 
Training and Management subject to reservations for the candi- 
dates of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
accordance with the orders issued form time l o time by the 
Central Government in this behalf. 

G) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Institute of Secretariat Training and 
Management by a relaxed standard to make up the deficiency 
in the reaorved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates 
for appointment to the service, irrespective of their ranks in 
the order of merit at the examination ; 

Provided that if a sufficient number of candidates belonging

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct ; A candi- 
date who is or has been declared by the Institute of Secretariat 
Training and Management guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents, or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or of suppressing material information or otherwise 
resorting to any other irregular or improper means for obtain- 
ing admission to the examination or of using or attempting 
to use unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour 
in the examination hall, may in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution,— 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by

In pursuance of (he provisions of rule 21 of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers .Service Rules, 1970, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following regulations,

1 . Short title and commencement : (1) These regulations 
may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers 
Service (Grade 11 I.imitcd Departmental Competitive Examina- 
tion) Regulations, 1973. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions : (I) In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires : — 

(a) “crucial date” means the first day of August of the year 
in which the examination is held ; 

(b) “examination” means a limited departmental compe- 
titive examination held by the Institute of Secretariat 
Training and Management for making additions to the 
Select List for Grade II of the Service ; 

(c) “Institute of Secretariat Training and Management” 

means the Institute of Secietai iat Training and Manage- 
ment of the Department of Personnel in the Cabinet 
Secretariat ; 

(d) “regularly appointed Grade III officer" means a person 
included in the initial constitution of that Grade or 
appointed thereafter on a long term basis to Grade 
III according to the specified procedure; 

(e) “rules” means the Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 

graphers’ Service Rules, 1970; 

(f) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have 

the meanings assigned to them in clause (24) and clause 
(25) respectively of article 366 of the Constitution; 

(g) “Selection" means inclusion in the Select List for the 

Grade II of the Service. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations 
and not defined herein but defined in the rules shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them in the rules. 

3. Holding of the examination : (1) The examination shall 
be conducted by the Institute of Secretariat Training and 
Management in the manner notified from time to time by the 
Central Government. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the exa- 
mination shall be held shall be fixed by the Institute of Secre- 
tariat Training and Management. 

4. Conditions of eligibility, i (1) Anv permanent or tempo- 
rary regularly appointed Grade Til officer of the Service who 
satisfies the following conditions shall be eligible to compete 
at the examination, namely : — 

(a) Length of service, : He should have, on the crucial 
date, rendered not less than three years approved 
and continuous service in Grade III of the Service from 
or after the Isl August, 1972. 

Note : Grade HI Officers who are on deputation to ex-cadic 
posts with the approval of the competent authority, 
and those having hen in Grade III of the Service shall 
be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if other- 
wise eligible. 

(b) Age : He should not be more than 45 years of age on 

the crucial date : 


Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in 
respect of the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Ti ibes and such other categories of persons as 
may be notified in this behalf by the Central Government 
from time to time the extent and subject to the conditions 
notified in respect of each category, 

(2) Fee ; He must pay the fee prescribed by the Institute 
of Secretariat Training and Management. 

(3) Special provisions regarding eligibility of Grade Til 
officers joining military service on account of the Emergency; 
Protection shall be afforded to Grade Ilf officers who because 
of their having joined or having been called up for military 
service during the Emergency, cannot appear in the examina- 
tion, in the manner prescribed from time to time by the Central 
Government in this behalf.

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Institute of Secretariat Training and Management in 
their discretion who shah not enter into any correspondence 
with the individual candidates regarding the results. 

8. Appointments : (1) Success in the examination shall 
confer no right to selection unless the Central Government are 
satisfied after such inquiry as may be considered necessary 
that the candidate is suitable in all respects. 

(2) Save as provided in sub-regulation (3), selections on the 
reshlts of any examination shall be made to the extent of the 
available vacancies, in the order of merit of the candidates, 
as recommended by the Institute of Secretariat Tralnlim and 
Management subject to the reservation for the candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time, in this behalf.

3. Holding of the examination : (1) The examination shall 
bo conducted by the Commission in the manner notified by 
the Government from time to time.

4. Conditions of eligibility ; In oidei to be eligible to compete

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect 
of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and such other categories of persons as may be notified 
in thir l^hnlf by the Government, from time to time, to the 
extent and subject to the conditions notified in respect of each 
of them. 


(3) Educational Qualification : He must have passed 
the Matriculation examination of a University incorporated 
by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India, or an 
examination held by a State Education Board at the end of 
S«:oadary Course for the aw'ard of a School Leaving, Secondary 
School or High School Certificate, or otherwise possess any 
qualification which has been recognised by the Government 
for the purposes of admission to the examination. 


Provided that in exceptional cases, a candidate who. though 
not possessing any of the qualifications specified in this' clause 
may be treated by the Commission as educationally qualified 
if he possesses qualifications the standard of which in the 
opinion of the Commission Justifies his admission to the exa- 
mination. 


Provided further that a candidate who has appeared at an 
examination the passsing of which would render him eligible 
to appear at this examination, but has not been informed of 
the result, may apply for admission to the examination. A 
candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying examina- 
tion may also apply, provided the qualifying examination is 
completed before the commencement of this examination. 
Such candidates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellalion if they do not produce proof of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in 
any case no latei than two months after the commneement of 
this examination. 


(4) Attempts at the examination ; Unless covered by any 
of the exceptions that may, from lime to time, be notified by 
the Government in this behalf, he should not already have com- 
pleted more than once at the examination held after the 1st 
January, 1962. 


Note 1, A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the 
examination once for all the Service or posts ordi- 
narily covered by the examination if he competes 
for any one or more of the services or posts. 

Note 2, A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one 
or more subjects or papers, 

(5) Fee ; He must pay the fee prescribed by ihe Commission. 

5, Canvassing of candidature ; Any attempt on the part of 
a candidate to obtain support for his candidature by any means 
may be held by the Commission to disqualify him for admission 
to the examination. 


6. Decision as to eligibility ; The decision of the Commi- 
ssion as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for 
admission to the examination shall be final and no candidate 
to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued by the 
Commission shall be admitted to the examination. 

7. Results ; (1) The names of the candidates who ate 
considered by the Commission to be suitable for selection on 
the results of the examination shall be arranged in the order 
of merit and subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (5) 
of regulation 8, they shall be recommended for selection in 
that order up to the number of available vacancies. 


(2) flic form and manner of communication of the results 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion; and the Commission 
shall not enter into any correspondence with the individual 
candidates regarding the results. 
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(2) No candidate shall be selected unless ho is, after such 
medical examination as the Government may proscribe, found 
to bo free from any mental or physical defect which is likely 
to interfere with the discharge of the duties of the Service. 


(3) No person — 


(a) who has entered into oi conttacted a inaniage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who, having spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the Service. 

Provided that the Government may if satisfied that such 
maniage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and ihc other party to the marriage and there 
arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this regulation. 


(4) Save as provided in 8ub-regulation(5) of this regulation, 
selection on the results of any examination shall be made to 
the extent of the available vacancies, in the order of merit of 
the candidates recommended by the Commission for selection, 
subject to reservations for the candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Government in this behalf from time to 
time.

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in set vice under Government. 
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10. Repeal and Savings : The Armed Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service (Appointment by Competitive Exami- 
nation) Regulations, 1971 published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. 
SRO 332 dated the 24th August, 1971, are hereby repealed ; 

Provided that any ordci made or action taken under the 
regulations so repealed shall be deemed to have been made or 
taken under the corresponding provisions of these regulations.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 
THE ARMED FORCES HEADQUARTERS 
STENOGRAPHERS’ SERVICE (SECOND 
AMENDMENT) RULES, 1973 

It has been decided by Government vide Ministry of Defence 
Office Memorandum No. 973I3/ST/CAO(DPC) dated 10-8-1972 
that the existing posts of Steno-typists in Armed Forces Head- 
quarters and Inter Service Organisations should bo converted 
into posts of Stenographers Grade 111 in the scale of Rs. 130- 
5-160-8-200-EB-8-2S6-EB-8-280 with effect from 1-8-1972 and 
included in the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service. It has, therefore, become necessary to give retrospective 
effect from 1-8-1972 to the above amendments.
